112 Second Paragraph Rejection 

2. Claim 2 recites the limitation "the first and the second sleeves ..." in lines 2-3. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim 5 recites the limitation "the first and the second holes ..." in lines 3-4. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 11 recites the limitation "the first and the second bar ..." in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Art Rejection 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Toshida (JP 
10243065). 

Regarding claim 1 , Toshida shows a phone consisting of an upper housing (31 ) and a 
lower housing (21 ) comprising: 

At least one slide module (42) that combines the housings (31 , 21 ) with each other and 
allows the housings to slide in straight line; 

A connecting member (7-9) that electrically connects a printed circuit board (33) 
installed in the upper housing and to a printed circuit board (for 28) installed in the lower 
housing (21). 
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5. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hansen 
etal. (US 6370362). 

Regarding claim 1 , Hansen shows a phone consisting of an upper housing (5) and a 
lower housing (2) comprising: 

At least one slide module (6) that combines the housings (5, 2) with each other and 
allows the housings to slide in straight line; 

A connecting member (44a, 22) that electrically connects a printed circuit board (45) 
installed in the upper housing (5) and to a printed circuit board (9) installed in the lower 
housing (2). 

Regarding claims 2-1 1 , Hansen shows: 

A sliding member comprising first and second sleeves having screw groove (83), a 
hexahedral support plate (84) and a guide plate (74) having guide hole (76); 
A plate spring (81); 
A protrusion (82); 
A ball (78); 

The connecting member is a FPCB (see 44a) which comprising terminals and wires 

which connects to circuit boards (45, 9); 

The lower housing has a groove (for mounting of 44-46); 

And a spring (79); 

The first and second bar rails (see 51) and first and second holes (76).
